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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. Claims 4 to 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Norris et al. in view of Gallagher, Jr., newly cited. 

In Figure 2 Norris et al. discloses a spoke having head 52 and neck section 51 
having a bending section. The head and neck are formed by cold heading. See column 
5, lines 59 and 60. Norris et al. also advises that stretching of spokes in use is 
undesirable. See column 1, lines 53 to 55. 

Gallagher, Jr. shows that those skilled in the art know that headed and upset 
shanks of steel wire articles can be increased in strength by forming in plural stages. 
See column 1 , lines 51 to 53 and column 4, lines 43 to 51 . 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to perform the 
heading of the Norris et al. head and neck regions in plural stages, following the 
suggestion of Gallagher, Jr. that headed articles of steel are strengthened in such a 
manner, in order to strengthen the spokes to avoid objectionable stretching in use.
